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JFK Decides 
to Sell Wheat 
Jo Russia

Kennedy has given the green 
light for the private sale of mil- 
lions of 
bushels of American 


wheat to the Soviet Union and 
other Communist bloc countries. 


He made it clear that the grain 


was for use only in the Soviet

Cuba. 


His decision, which in so many 


words he said was just good busi- 
ness for the United States,, drew 
both sparks and cheers. 


The reaction ranged from Dem- 


ocratic Sen. Strom Thurmond's 
denunciation that it amounted to 
"arming our enemy," to Vermont 
Republican Sen. George Aiken's 


wyiew that "the deal should prove 
^beneficial 
to both the 
United 


States and the people of Ihe pur- 
chasing nations." 


In announcing his decision at 


his press conference Wednesday 
right after weighing both the po- 
litical and economic problems in- 
volved, the President, noted that 
more such transactions may be in 
the works. 


The Soviet bloc countries, ha 


wsaid, "may also wish to purchase. 


from us surplus feed grains and 
ether agriculture commodities," 
and he added: "After consultation 
with the National Security Coun- 
cil, and informing the appropriate 
leaders of the Congress, I have 
concluded that such sales by pri- 
vate dealers for American dollars 
or gold,, either cash on delivery 
or 
normal 
commercial lorrns, 


«should not be prohibited by tho 


government." 


Kenned'y did not specify how

Kennedy receives Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei. A. Gromyko .to- 
day on a new crest in U.S.-Sovict 
relations aided by presidential ap- 
proval of American wheat sales 
t:1 Russia. 


It was only a year since Gromy- 


ko's last White House visit—Oct. 
18, 1962—after which Kennedy bit- 
terly accused the Kremlin envoy 
of a false statement denying the 
Soviet missile' 
buildup in Cuba., 


The ensuing crisis verged on a 
nuclear showdown. 


Kennedy, in a late afternoon ap- 


pointment, and Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk, with morning lunch- 
eon and evening dinner engage- 
ments with Gromyko, welre -ex- 
pected to press again for with- 
drawal of those Russian • troops 
who still remain in Cuba. 


But a spreading thaw in the 


cold war has set in over the past 
12 months following the! Cuba mis- 
sile withdrawal, highlighted by 
the hot-line communications, link 
with Moscow, the limited nuclear 
test-ban treaty and Wednesday 
night's Kennedy go-ahead on sell- 
ing U.S. wheat to Russia.

Thousands Killed 
as Landslide Fills 
Italian Reservoir

BELLUNO, Italy (AP)-A mas- 


sive Alpine landslide plunged in- 
to a deep, four-mile long reser- 
voir In the night and hurled a ti- 
dal wave across the Vaiont Dam 
upon sleeping villagers in the Pi- 
avc River Valley. Hundreds per- 
ished in the boiling flood. 


Three hundred bodies had been 


recovered by dawn and U.S. Ar- 
my authorities who •hurried to 
help said Italian sources estimated 
there were 3,000 dead. 


Four towns'with more than 6,- 


000 residents virtually were wiped 
out and two hamlets on the edlgc 
of the reservoir disappeared in 
the catastrophe. 


"The sight was just simply ter- 


rifying," said Dino Menardi, one 
of the first pilots to view the deso- 
lation. "I have never seen any- 
thing like it—not even in horror 
dreams."

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) _ 


Medical authorities reported that 
the last known source in the West- 
ern world was being tapped to- 
day for rare type E antitoxin 
serum, being used to treat nine 
persons hospitalized; in Tennessee 
with deadly botulism.

mer President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower wants Republicans to bat- 
tle out policy differences publicly 
at the 1964 convention—and then 
pick a presidential candidate best 
representing majority views pro- 
claimed in a terse party platform. 


In an interview with The Asso- 


«ated Press, Eisenhower said he 
Would "like to see a good! lively 
fight" among delegates on the 
GOP's course. In this way "you 
could have the feeling of consen- 
sus of Republican thought" in the 
choice of presidential and vice 
presidential nominees. 


• Eisenhower,, who wants this sort 
of wide-open policy debate on the 
convention floor, met with AP 
leporters in his office on the Get- 


sburg College campus. Here are 
Iher points he made in a far 
ranging discussion of political mat- 
ters: 


—He believes he may have been 


mistaken in interpretation of some 
of the views of Sen. Barry Gold- 
water, particularly on repeal of 
the graduated income tax. But Eis- 
enhower also still beleives that be- 
fore the Arizona senator "can be 
considered a truly serious candi- 
date, he has to do his best to 
make his views clear"—in presi- 
dential primaries and otherwise— 
on such matters as foreign policy, 
medical care for the aged, fiscal 
responsibility, the farm problem 
and civil rights. 


—He has "kept very still in ex- 


pressing a personal preference" 
for the presidential nomination be- 
cause "I have no intention of try- 
«g to be a kingmaker." But he 


links three or four men he de- 


clined to name are more highly 
qualified than others to be presi- 
dent. 


—Former Vice President Rich- 


ard M. Nixon has told him he was 
removing himself absolutely from 
the .1964 presidential nomination 
contest. "But," says Eisenhower. 
''I suppose that if suddenly there 
was a wave of support that threw 
« 


m again into the race, there 
ould be no question about his 


capacity to perform the job." 


Question: Mr. President, you 


had quite a bit of experience in 
the field. What kind of a president 
do you think Kennedy is making? 


Gen. 
Eisenhower: One thing I 


have always avoid'ed is dealing in 
personalities. But I will say that 
in almost every domestic program 
I see what I consider is a degree 
•Jf, if not recklessness, at least of 
carelessness in our budgetary af- 
fa'irri, so that there1 are few domes- 
tic programs, that he has ad- 
vanced, that I could agree with

In 
addition, the park will have swim 
ming and other regular park facil 
ities, Stearns said. 


Choctaw is located on state High 


way 330, three miles from U.S 
Highway 65. It was named for the 
town of Choctaw which wan lo 
cated nearby until moved out o 
the reservoir area. 


Stearns says he thinks the park 


is at the finest location on the 
lake, adding, "Its the only area 
with direct access to a U.S. High- 
way."

the park now is low water in the 
reservoir which is in the process

ence whether or. not I endorse it 
'the court decision). The Constitu- 
tion is as the Supreme Court in- 
terprets it,, and I miist conform 
to that and do my very best to 
KCC that it is carried out in this 
country." 


During the interview here, Ei- 


senhower said in response to a 
question: "I just say I believe the 
decision expressed the intentions 
of our Constitution and therefore 
is morally and legally correct." 


On other matters the former 


president: 


Called on President Kennedy to 


couple any tax cut with a pledge 
that—barring some "great emer- 
gency declared by Congress"—fed- 
eral spending would, be held to a 
specified level. 


Replied "No, I do nob," when 


asked whether he thinks Republi- 
cans in Congress should be taking 
the lead in seeking to cut foreign 
aid. .

Question; While you were presi- 


dent you repeatedly declined to 
say whether you thought the Su- 
preme Court's decision on school 
segregation was right or wrong, 
a good decision or a bad one. Now 
that you are no longer in office, 
do you care to express an opinion 
on that? 


Eisenhower: I think there is no 


question about the legality and the 
proprietyl of the decision of May 
'54, as I recall. Tt was a vote of 
9 to 0. The Southerners on the 
court participated in that decision. 


I just say I believe the decision 


expressed the intentions of our 
Constitution1 and therefore is mor- 
ally and legally correct. 


Q. Your successor has been fac- 


ing some of the same severe prob- 
lems that you did in this civil 
right's field. Given the same set 
of general circumstances which 
you faced in having to call out 
troops in Little Rock, and those 
which faced President Kennedy in 
the use of troops jn some of the 
Southern states,, would you hope 
that any future Republican presi-

would

course in such circumstances? 


A. It depend's on the circum- 


stances. As far as I know, no Re- 
publicans took off against the use- 
of troops in Birmingham or Mont-
